Republicans claimed a major vic- 
tory today in Monday's spring elec- 
tion that attracted national atten- 
tion. 


Despite a door-to-door campaign 
by Michigan's labor-backed Demo- 
crats, the GOP candidates won all 
partisan races on the ballot. 


Democratic Governor G. Mennen 
Williams, who was elected last Nov- 
ember in a surprise victory over Re- 
publican Kim Sigler, conceded "sur- 
prise and disappointment" at results 
of Monday's balloting. 


As reports showed the Republi- 
cans rolled up majorities of 90.000 
in most races, Williams said he was 
convinced that "the peop': did not 
regard my program as an issue in 
the election."
